The first Pacem in Terris Convocation and its suc- 
cessor in Geneva two years later, took their title from 
the historic 1963 encyclical of Pope John XXIII. That 
document was accepted by the Soviets as a serious 
gesture from the West suggesting a reduction in Cold 
War tensions. 

Pacem in Terris III convened in Washington, D.C. in 
1973 to examine the new directions made mandatory by 
the global, setting that had emerged with the reduction 
of American involvement in Southeast Asia and U.S, 
openings to Peking and Moscow. 

The fourth Pacem in Terris Convocation will take up 
the foreign policy issues that ought to be debated in the 
coming Presidential campaign.
